not often, that a pupil is found who 
is constitutionally lazy; many children 
who appear to be lazy could be in- 
duced to work if the right stimulus 
were found or if they were given 
work that they had the ability to do, 

It is folly for the teacher to tell an 
uninterested or incapable child that 
he is a “worthless good-for-nothing”; 
usually jt is not true, On the other 
hand it is uneconomical administration 
for school boards to allow the schools 
to be rlutttered up with uninterested 
and incapable children. And parents 
who insist on such children “getting 
an education” very often have a mis- 
taken idea of the meaning of the word 
education, 

The trouble at the present time 
seems to lie, not so much in the lack 
of facilities for training children who 
will not or can not do justice to acad- 
emic instruction, as in the lack of 
facilities for advising pupils as the 
type of training suitable to their needs 
and capabilities. 

With a view to giving trials in Al- 
berta to the ways in which childrem 
are given vocational advice in the 
principal Canadian centres of educa- 
tion, and as a preliminary to a more 
vigorous campaign for Vocational 
Guidance in schools, the Research 
Committee of the Alberta Teachers’ 
Alliance has undertaken to devote 
considerable attention to securing in- 
formation.

FORECAST GROWTH 
WESTERN CANADA 
WOOL INDUSTRY 
—- O— 
The wool industry is apparently 
destined tg reach important propor- 
tions in western Canada, is indicated 


in an article in “Agricultural and In- 
dustrial Progress in Canada,” publish. 
ed by the department of colonization 
and development of the Canadian Pac. 
ific raflway, 

Manufacturing is steadily spreading 
throughout the prairie provinces, bas- 
ed generally upon the territory's great 
primary resources. The sheep indus- 
try has been making great strides in 
Alberta, while that province hag be- 
come a very large consumer of woollen 
products, which appears to make A\l- 
berta a favorable field for the develop. 
ment of a textile industry and provid- 
ing a supply of materials for the sec- 
ondary industries such as garment 
factories, goods factories, etc. Dev- 
elopment has reached the stage where 
a plant has already been established 
at Edmonton, which will have an an- 
nual capacity of 1,500,000 pounds of 
woo] in the grease, with a cloth equi- 
vatlent of from 400,000 to 1,000,000 
yards, depending on the weight of 
the material, The mill production is 
scheduled to include a wide range of 
fabrics such as blankets, tweeds, vel- 
ours, flannels, etc, 

It is estimated that 100 peopls 
will be employed at the mill, which 
in its first year will confine manu- 
facture to that of blankets, 

The establishment of a co-operative 
woollen manufacturiug industry at 
Lethbridge is also contemplated. 
This mill is schedued to employ 120 
people with a pay roll of $150,000 per 
tyear using 1,500,000 pounds of wool 
| annually and representing a value of 
approximately $300,000.
